Lord Thomson Predicts 
Era of Great Aerial 
Expansion

LONDON, June 4.—The air lines of 
the British Empire are expanding 
rapidly and rank second only, in 
mileage, to those of the United States, 


declared the Rt. Hon. Lord Thomson, 
secretary of state for air, in the House 
of Lords Monday, during a broad and 
inspiring review of the Empire's ac- 
complishments in the world of flying. 

Lord Thomson predicted an era of 
reat aerial expansion within the 
Empire in the next year or so. He 
stated there were now about 22.350 
miles of regular air routes. He hoped 
the end of 1931 would see an exten- 
sion of the Indian route towards 
Australia. but the date for the com- 
pletion of this plan, he said, rested 
largely with the government of Aus- 
traila, 

The Cape to Cairo route should be 
completed as far as the Great Lakes 
of Central Africa by the end of this 
year and in full operation by the 
spring of 1931. 

Lord Thomson praised the opening 
up of what was called the Atlantic 
airways in the western Atlantic. Such 
a development, although started, could 
only be carried through with the co- 
operation of the Canadian government 
and the most sympathetic response 
was coming from Canada, A great 
deal of work had been done by the 
consultative committee established 
last July. said the secretary of state 
for air, They had reported favorably 
on the Atlantic airways scheme and 
he was fairly confident now that “we 
should be able to do something along 
this line.” 

Develop Communications 

“We should then,” continued Lord 
Thomson, “have established some- 
thing on the far side of the Atlantic 
indepéndent of monopoly—something 
new, which, I trust, may lead to the 
sale of British aircraft in South 
America and other parts of the world 
—something which would certainly 
develop and quicken our communica- 
tions.’ 

Lord Thomson said he was aware 


there had been a great deal of dis- 
appointment in regard to the airship 
program, but he reminded the Lords 
that, when he introduced the airship | 


program in 1924 it 


there would be built two commercial 


airships wh'ch would take to the air 


immediately, as to their native ele- 
ment, and fly to 
globe. 

Lord Thomson stated the final 
stages of experimentation would be 
made at the end of this month in the 
case of one airship (the R-100) and 
in September, in regard to the other 
(the R-101) The flying of these 
airships was one of the most scientific 
experiments man had ever attempted 
and he was determined, said the secre- 
tary, that ‘there would be no risk, 
while he was in control, of the R-100 
flight to Canada being rushed through 
or of lives being sacrificed through 
lack of foresight. (Here the 
cheered.) 

Regretted Disappointment 

He much regretted the inevitable 


disappointment caused to Canada by 


the delay, but it could not be helped

It would be a good plan for every 
one to give her hair this test, whether 
she plans to have a permanent wave 
or not. If the hair ts found to be 
too brittle and harsh, the very best 
thing for it ls the warm oil trealment, 
reguiar «sealp massage and daily 
brushing. Give he warm oll treatment 
before the regular shampoo, using 
equal parts of mineral ol! and olive 
oll. Apply the hot oi] (not hot enough 
to burn the scalp or hair, however) to 
both the scalp and the hair, then 
wrap a Turkish towel wrung out in 
hot water around the head. When it 
begins to cool, apply another hot 
towel until five or six epplications 
have been made, This seaming pro- | 
cess helps the oll to penctrate and it!
